Be it enacted by the Senate and Uonite if Reyrc- 
sentalincs of the United Stales nf America in Con- 
gress assembled. That, the following sums be, and 
and the same are hereby, respectively, appropria- 
ted for the Military Seriice of the United .Stales, 
for the year ode thousand eight hundred and twen- 
ty-five, to wit'
